Ottawa, April 22.—In the house of 
commons yesterday Mr. Foster announc¬ 
ed that the railway subs^M** brought 
down ou Friday would be taken up to¬ 
day.

Havana, April 22.—Insurgent lender* 
in Manzanillo and Santiago de Cuba, It 
is claimed here, refuse to obey the or¬ 
der* of Gomez, being unwilliug to go to 
the western puVt of the island* 

Colonel Villa lai* dislodged the In¬ 
surgents from a height near Vela, iu 
the province of PInar del Rio, after two 
hours' firing with urttllery and mus¬ 
ketry. Col. Villa continued the pur¬ 
suit vesterdnv from Oibtimi to Bra- 
malis. where the insurgeuts, by a flank 
movement, engaged the centre road 
guard of the column, were repulsed 
and pursued to San Claudio. Vigia and 
Lcshuxu. whert* they occupied fortified 
oositimu upon the height*. 

Colonel Villa then joined force# with 
Colonel Devi* and the Alfonso XIH 
battalion, which the insurgents claim 
have been cut to pieces, anil the ad¬ 
vance guard, und the combined .columns 
kept up a fire for three bourn on the 
metnv and eventually captured the 
bitter'* position at Manuelto, Cnrbal 
and Lechuza. and pursued the insurg¬ 
ents to Aguncate. Piuar del Hio. The 
rest of the Spanish column advanced In 
line parallel with the heights of.iNC 
right flank nnd Owl into the force* of 
the retreating Insurgents with artillery 
and Mauser. Inflicting great loss upon 
the enemy. No soldiers were killed or 
wounded. 

Atlanta. On.. April 22.—The Journal 
uriuts a letter from Rev. A. J. Diaz, 
the Baptist missionary in Cuba, now in 
Morn cattle. The letter, which was 
written three days before the amqit. 
WON addressed to il»e llev. T. T. Ty- 
chen. or the secretary of the Bjptist 
Home fission Board, and was, in part, 
as follows; .

tom. Could yon not ask for protection 
for our churches?"

» Expected That an Important 
Engage me n i Will Occur at 
Any Moment. 


Estimate of the Number of Beael*- 
ers Is Placed at FILeon 
Thousand. 


Capetown, April 22.—l ulra* all news 
which reached this place from .Bula¬ 
wayo is misleading, uu important en¬ 
gagement between the British forces 
defending that town and the Mata beta* 
be*ieging it, will shortly occur, «>r may 
have ticcnrred before this dispatch 
reaches its destination. 

It is now known that, the force, *»f 
hostile native* which assembled about 
Bulawayo after the outbreak of the re¬ 
bellion is much greater than nt first 
supposed The highest estimate placed 
the number of the besieging force nt 
15,000. although a large body of nat¬ 
ives. said to number about 5,000, ia 
kuov n to have struck camp and started 
southward in the dlrertiou which the 
relief forces from Mafeking must fol¬ 
low, nnd it is ratimated that fully 15.- 
(NHI hostile* are *till in the vicinity of 
the belragured town. 

The nativea when 4hey first took up 
positions about Buluwayo, formed x 
half circle northward, but gradually, 
this formation has been contracted un¬ 
til the Mata bole army are now within 
about three miles, or easy striking «*U- 
tnneo, on a dark night especially. The 
a.000 white people in the biwieged town 
•m* protected by 000 white fighting men 
of the place. 

The souther i portion of the 'half <ir- 
Yle is n mountainous conntrj and to:* 
main pass is held by about three hun¬ 
dred whites. Through this iws* the re¬ 
lief force and supply trains must eo * e, 
consequently its retention in the hands 
of the British is a matter of vital im¬ 
portance, otherwise the .*KK) men hold¬ 
ing that lmportnnt position would have 
lieeo ralM in long ago, in order to take 
part in the defence of Buluwayo. The 
uuii bolding the puss have been divided 
into four bodies. Tho first, or ndraii'** 
guard, is occupying a position further 
Honth than the main body, or nt lb*? 
entrance tp the first of the most diffi¬ 
cult turnings. The main body occupies 
the strongest position In the place .t- 
self, where the maxim gun hns been 
planted, behind u well constructed 
stone breast work or fort, commanding 
n critical turn in the road. 

This force is looked upon as being iu 
a. position to slew the gun around and 
defend tbe pass from an attack coming 
from the worth. The third body of 
trooper*, or the rear guard, is holdiug 
the northern entrance, or exit of the 
pass, which lends to the often ground 
nnd the road to Buluwayo. The men 
holding the juish have provisions for 
nmuut a month; but their supply of am¬ 
munition is limited, aomo already hav¬ 
ing been eajled lu to reideuish the 
diminishing store of the town. 

Both Buluwayo and Gwtdo. which j* 
also besieged, have been practically ren¬ 
dered impregnable from an outward 
open attack. But in both cases, espec¬ 
ially in the ease of Bnhiwnyo, a largo 
number of the so-called friendly natives 
have flocked into the place under toe 
plea oi seeking prqicetioii from 'he 
white* from the hostile native*. These 
person* could not well be turned adrift 
or refused protection a* requested, «**m- 
Kcquently they were admitted wit hint 
the lines and allowed to ramp owt*ld<» 
the regular town, although mixing w’tb 
! the native* who regularly inhabit the 
native town. The number of these 
"friendlies" has increased alarmingly, 
and it is believed that fully two thous¬ 
and are being fed from the common 
store in Buluwayo. Thus, while it 
may Ik* true that Buluwayo, thunks* to 
it* dynamite mines, barbed wire defenc¬ 
es. sirong logger around tbe market 
place and half n dozen rapid firing gnus, 
is safe from an attempt to ravry t.h<» 
place by storm, it I* not safe from be¬ 
ing reduced by starvation and might 
be captured If the "fricudlie*" suddenly 
arise* some night nnd create a dlversi m 
within the lines wtiich would cn tide 
the unlive lmpi* to make i» successful 
dash for the laager, ''rhis b« the great¬ 
est danger now threntnilng the town 
of Buluwayo. As ha* already bteit 
atnted, signs of pn>paration for znel. an 
outbteak upon tin- part of tin* "friiui 1- 
lles" has long bet*n nntieed and guanled 
bgainvt. One Maxim gun hn* l»e«*j* «o 
placed as to command the native iv>r- 
tlon of the toVn »*r colony. And seiitrb** 
on elevated stages keep watch over the 
Matabcles night and day. 

I*mdon. April 22.—The official* of the 
British Chartered South African com¬ 
pany received to-day the following dla- 
patch fr««tu Buluwayo, dated April 21; 

"Situation most aerious; 14j000 Mat- 
bclra within three miles: H.rgiQ flrlauJly 
natives airiveil in town.”

Tj w * eS bluet’a refdy 
in summoning the chamber seems the 
best tluit could be made to tbc senates 
move and virtually refers the conflict 
to the chamber, which has already twice 
refused to concur iu u vote of ceosorc 
of the cabinet passed, by the senate.

slats in this attitude, n constitutional 

ciIsis would 1 m* threatened. It is be¬ 
lieved the cabinet has Wen convinced 
for some time past that it must relin¬ 
quish office, but has been inunoenvering 
for the advantage of position for jt* 
appearance before' the country. Ihe 
real conflict is »M*tweeu the conservative 
elements in politic* represented by the 
senate, and the Radical ami Socialistic 
elements represented lu the Bourgeois 
cabinet. which seek constitutional 
ehancra linking to the control of the 
senate itself and doing awn* wfth its 
obstruction to tbe Radical programme in 
Franco. 

Tlu* present cabinet’s income tax mea¬ 
sure is a main feature of the pro¬ 
gramme uncompromisingly opposed by 
the senate. The* latt«*r body bus ad 
roltlv evaded making an issue with tie* 
rabiuot on the income tax measure, and 
has apparently coocludcd that the with¬ 
holding of the credits for the govern¬ 
ment’s Madagascar programme, which 
has proved unpopular In France, ,»r-> 
vide* a noiniu.il grouud for the conflict 
more likely to appeal to the people. 
It is believed that the government in¬ 
tends to provoke a vote of want of con¬ 
fidence b.v the chandler again. Such a 
vote would transform the senate's hos¬ 
tility to tbe cabinet into a conflict be¬ 
tween the senate and the chamber and 
would oblige the senate to find some 
method of surmounting siiniiary oppo¬ 
sition in the future. 

In suite of the protest of the premier, 
M. Bourgeois, the senate adopted on a 
division of 171 to SO a motion to post- 
uui« tl^c vote on the Madagascar cred¬ 
its until a cabinet Jin* been formed 
which enjoys tbe confidence of both 
chambers.

M. Loubet announced that he had re¬ 
eel vi*,] from a senator a proposal for a 
revision of the constitution, which had 
been referred to a committee. 

M. de Mole read a resolution signed 
by the president* of the three moderate 
groups, declaring thnr the seuutc he 1 
thrice refused c. vote of confidence in 
the cabinet and that no senator would 
dream of bargaining with the credit* of 
Madagascar. Violent Interruptions . nd 
an exchange of cries between moderate* 
and the democrat* followed. Contlnu- 
ing,/ ML de Mole said the senate was 
ready to vote the credits, but only when 
nrcaentiHl by n ministry mindful of the 
constitution. The senate, he added, 
would not accept them from a cabinet 
which did not conform with the consti¬ 
tution. 

The premier. M. Bourgeois, protested 
tluit it did not belong to tlu? province of 
tbe senate to judge whether or not the 
government had wrongly Interpreted 
the constitution. This right ouly belong¬ 
ed to the entire parliament, mid he ask¬ 
ed tin* senate to forgei international 
dkutrnsions in the presence of the neces¬ 
sity to vote credits to the soldiers 
whff luul defended the honor of the 
French nation in the distuut colonies 
of Franco. 

M. Trnrietix remarked that the mat¬ 
ter did not affect tlu* soldiers, as it was 
ouly o question to postjsmF the vote und 
not n refusal to vote the credits asked 
for.

The cabinet almost.immediately af¬ 
terward* met at the residence of M. 
Bourgeois, nnd ruuiorK were circulated 
iu the lobbira of the palace of the Lux¬ 
embourg. where the senate meets, that 
the cabinet will n**igu to-day. The fin¬ 
ance committee of the senute met after 
the sitting of that body and decided to 
adtS? the entire credits nnd report to 
the serrate on Thursduy if a new min¬ 
istry ]*» formed.

[ Ah fottd Endowed In yesterday's %*•> 
tutor, Sir Charles 'Ripper withdrew the 
coercion hill last night, and we are of 
•opinion that purlin incut ha» seen the 
I last of it. Then* in no probability of 
its making n reappearance during the 
week the present parliament has to 
live, and the verdict of the country wbl 
keep it out of the next parliament, The 
Spectator has* mix h pleasure In bidding 
it a long adieu. It wan a grand mis¬ 
take from the beginning. The . first 
I mistake was mode by Sir Mackenzie 
Bowel!, who, Without seeking the udvnre 
of bis party, or the opinlou of the c«»un* j 
try. hurriedly grnldied at the coercion 
idea oa a nienna of capturing Quebec, 
Udicveing that Ontario would, na had 
Ikhmi her cuatoiu, fall into line, howev.'r 
much against her grain. But Ontario * 
patience had been too often tried before, 
or the premier, lacked the akill of his 
predecessor*, and Ontario kicked over 
the trace*. That K«*rioua blunder w:»» 
followed by others, the government get¬ 
ting de<*p*'r and deeper Into the mire, 
until finally it stuck, unable to gj fur¬ 
ther. 

In Ida speech in which he announce* 
the withdrawal of the coercion bill. Sir 
<'hnrles Tupper said that the bill lad 
received the sanction of a very satisfac¬ 
tory majority of the house—meaning the 
majority shown by the vote on the sec¬ 
ond rending. If* Sir Charles heller** 
that he entirely mlsundcretand* the 
renninni which led the Ontario nn.1 
western member* to vote for the coer¬ 
cion of Manitoba. They did not like 
the measure* they were personally op- 
po*:*d to it: it was against their feeling* 
:ind principle*, and contrary to the Wish, 
es and demands of their constituent* 
Every man of them jeopardize his seat 
in voting for the bill. But their loyal¬ 
ty to the party was stronger than their 
ideas of right, stronger than their love 
of principle, and they voted for the sec¬ 
ond reading of the hill to save the gov- 
eminent from defeat. They said ho sit 
i the time: they wr.y so now. They were 
op)K>ticd, and strongly opposed, to the 
coercion of Mnnltolut; but preferred to 
vote against Manitohn and to save the 
Conservative party from defeat, and 
from going to the country tamten, out 
of office, and handicapped with the ne¬ 
cessity of making the coercion bill the 
issue of the campaign. 

We do not think that Sir Charles 
would hate pressed the vote on the 
second reading had he not been abso¬ 
lutely certain <»f n majority.

The reports from Htreet Mqperintetid- 
etit Wilson uu«! the city engineer, tabled 
ut previous meeting of the council was, 
on motion of Aid. Cameron, referred 
to the rtreet committee to report to 
the council. Aid. Cameron expressed 
the opiiiiou that men working on tlu? 
streets slum Id he ini id by the hour. 

Aid. Macmillan thought tlint the in¬ 
formation asked for by the superintend- 
eut should l*o given. Some system of 
keeping time should he introduced. 

Aid. Cameron protested ago lust the 
■treat sprinkler not being out every day 
■hiI all day. Every morning dust was 
ftlying on the principal streets.

They were told that 
they wonkl be killed At sunset nnb*s* 
ihev turinvl Moslems, and turbans af 
greeu and white were wound about their 
heads in the attempt to force them to 
a elm age of faith. TM* same alternative 
was pressed upon those who took refuge 
in Turkish houses. 

During the night the dead were gath¬ 
ered in wagons and carried to the trash 
pile ontskle of the city. Though some 
wounded liogged to Ik* carried home, 
thpy were killed ami carted out with 
the rest Bodies were thrown from *he 
ar^er stories and dragged by cord* tied 
to the feet. Tin* next doy one hnudr.*d 
wore buried lu one trench in the Ac 
men Inn cemetery, of wlunu all bat three 
were cut and harked beyond recogni¬ 
tion. a* testify the doctors and priests 
in attendance.
